TOO MANY BUREAUCRATIC LAWS and regulations have 
brought about a serious lack of law observance in this 
country, while, at the same time honesty and integrity of 
public officials has reached an all-time low. 
How long 
can this nation carry on the fight against the formidable 
enemy of Communism with such deterioration of moral 
fiber within? That is a question which many people are 
asking today. It is one of the big issues in the presiden­ 
tial campaign. 
This trend downward started back in the days of na­ 
tional prohibition when so m any people violated the law 
and racketeers began bribing public officials on a big 
scale. 
In this soil of public and private immorality gang­ 
sterism and corruption thrived. 
Its seeds took root in the 
New Deal administration and have been growing ever 
since. 
. 
Along came world w ar II and rationing. 
Here again 
the public patronized black m arkets in utter disregard of 
federal laws and encouraged more corruption. 
There fol­ 
lowed the OPA with the thousands of edicts it has im­ 
posed on the merchants of the nation. There are so m any 
that compliance in many cases is almost impossible. 
All the while the public trust was being betrayed by 
official after official in Washington. It has filtered down 
in a lesser degree into state, county and even municipal 
governments until today this America of ours is being 
seriously weakened from within. 
Exposure after expos­ 
ure during the past two years has revealed the awful 
truth. It is destroying confidence in our democratic form 
of government and getting to the point where one citizen 
hesitates to trust another. 
The remedy is obvious: Clean house in Washington and 
let this be the signal for the return of public morality 
throughout the land. 
We can’t hope to m ake a start 
without clean leadership at the top. It requires a change 
in the national administration and a change in the atti­ 
tude of many lesser public officials and ordinary citizens. 
These changes can be brought about only through the 
election of Gen. Eisenhower. 
Here then lies the vital issue in this presidential cam­ 
paign; more important than the farm or labor problem, 
more important even than international relations, for 
none of these thwigs can be s-olved by a nation that is 
morally sick.

WITNESS by Whittaker C ham ­ 
bers. 
The strange, compelling, and 
thought-provoking 
life 
history 
of a m an who w as born in Phil­ 
adelphia in 1901, the son of a 
young staff artist on the New 
York World, who grew up in a 
rather 
bohemian 
but 
middle- 
class family, whose mother "be­ 
longed to a generation of intel­ 
lectuals for whom the word God 
was already a little em b arras­ 
sing,” and whose life finally be­ 
came involved in one of the 
most widespread espionage con­ 
spiracies to insinuate itself into 
the history of American democ­ 
racy. This 800-page book is w rit­ 
ten w ith surpassing skill—it is 
more than a “confession” or a 
"report"; it is a vivid and mov­ 
ing dram a of life in America 
during the twentieth century. It 
is a story of intense hum an in ­ 
terest, 
profound 
intellectual

During the tense days 
of the 
Hiss trial, there 
were 
m any persons who believed that 
Chambers h ad come to testify 
against the m an who had once 
been his close friend with a kind 
of exhibitionist enthusiasm.

season at the Polo Grounds. 
We can enjoy an 
ingenious 
practical joke now and then 
but the destruction of the tax ­ 
payers’ property is hardly a 
laughing matter. 


THE 
P E O P L E 
of 
Palm 
Springs have $450,000 invested 
in the polo Grounds. 
These 
fine facilities which 
include 
the 
baseball 
stadium, rodeo 
arena, 
pavilion, 
and 
large 
parking area were bui’t for 
the enjoym ent of our citizens 
and the ever-important lour- 
ists. 
It posts approximately $700 
n month to carrv on the s u m ­ 
mer 
softball 
program. 
This 
figure includes the recreation 
director’s salary, lights, clean­ 
up. grounds maintenance, and 
softballs. 
No 
admission 
is 
charged. A hat is passed du r­ 
ing the gam e for contributions. 
There is no compulsion to give. 
The money collected is used 
to buy trophies, give a dinner 
for the players at the end of 
the season, buy one softball 
each night Mho City buys the 
second ball) and to pay a por­ 
tion of the umpires’ salaries. 
The um pires have raised their 
prices to $4.50 per game. Two 
arc required making a total 
of $9.00 per game. 
Of this 
amount the City pays $5.00 and 
the other $4,00 is taken out of 
the collection.
